The Industrial Co-operative is one of the few good 
things that have came out of China's long years of war,

Started ten years ago by a group in Shanghai iSat included 
foreigner*, the Co-operatives' First abject was to replace the 90 
per cent of Chinese industry which was lost when the Japanese 
took the coast.
